EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Life Insurance Corporation of India have in¬ 
troduced two new annuity plans, namely, Immediate 
Annuity (with return of purchase price), and Defer¬ 
red Annuity (with return of cash option) with effect 
from 1st October, 1989, No special amendment with 
regard to Immediate Annuity Plan (Table No. 115) 
and Deferred Annuity Plan (Table No, 116 with 
Single Premium) is called for as the commis non rate 
relating thereto, which is 2 per cent of the Single 
Premium, is covered by the existing general provi¬ 
sion relating to all plans “where Single Premium \s 
payable”, appearing in Schedules II and IV ol the 
Agents Rules, 1972. Recently, three more new Plans, 
namely, Jeevan Kishor and Jeevan Sarita, with effect 
from 15th December, 1990, and Jeevan Chhaya, with 
effect from 1st March, J 991, have been introduced. 
Consequently, the rates of commission payable under 
these plan to the Agents have been approved with 
effect from the respective date as mentioned above 
against each. The rules are accordingly given retros¬ 
pective effect,
